FOUK DAYS OF SIGHT.SEEING. 
From th e Battalion. 
A group of senior students from 
the class in Mechanical Engineer­ 
ing at the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College has just returned 
from a four days visit to Ban An­ 
tonio, where they have been visit­ 
ing various sorts of factories and 
studying mechanical features of 
the plants and 
mechanical 
and 
chemical processes. 
Each student 
took notes on all points of import­ 
ance or of interest and will hand 
in two reports, one to the depart­ 
ment of Mechanical Engineering 
on the machinery and mechanical 
processes, and one to the depart­ 
ment of Chemistry on the chemi­ 
cal processes. 
Those who went 
on the trip were: 
J. F. Arm­ 
strong, A. C. Arnold, It. L. Brandt, 
H. Brinkman, W. P. Burrit, J. G. 
Hackney, Ii. Kirkpatrick. 
They 
were accompained and directed in 
their work by Prof. VV. J. Drum­ 
mond of the M. BL department and 
Prof. A. A. Haskell of the Chemi­ 
cal department. 
The clast visited 
the plants of the following com­ 
panies: 
Alamo Iron Works: Col­ 
lins Gunther Iron Works; Lone 
Star Brewery; City Gas Works; I 
City Water Works, Gunther Mill­ 
ing Co., Lange Soap Works. 
At the Alamo Iron W orks the 
paity was shown over the foundry 
by Mr. Hob a green, who took a 
good deal of time and pains in ex­ 
plaining all the machinery 
and 
processes, in order that the inves­ 
tigations of the students might be 
entirely successful. 
The prepara­ 
tion of the molds for moulding 
pieces of machinery was watched 
and the entire machine works were 
gone through, where pieces turned 
out from the moulding department 
are finished and prepared tor the 
market or set up into machines. 
The Collins Gunther Iron Works 
was visited in the afternoon, and 
here the entire process of casting 
was observed, from the cupola into 
which the iron is put with coke 
and limestone to be melted, to 
the completion of the cast when it 
is taken out of the molds. 
Thus 
in the two plants the entire pro­ 
cess of the manufacture of machin­ 
ery from the raw material to the 
finished 
product 
was 
carefully 
observed. 
At the plant of the Gunther 
Milling Co. the wheat was watched 
from the time it entered the fans 
until it came out different grades of 
flour, weighed and sacked. 
The Lange Soap Works is a pro­ 
gressive 
manufacturing concern 
whose business is, rapidly increas­ 
ing. 
This company is going to 
put in a glycerine plant in con­ 
nection with its soap works, in 
order to utilize materials which 
soap factories of smaller capacity 
allow to go to waste. 
At the brewery the party was 
very cordially entertained by Mr. 
Chas. V. Gamba chief engineer of 
the Lone Star Brewing Co. 
The 
plant was seen first while shut 
down, and Mr. Gamba very care­ 
fully and 
fully 
explained the 
machinery to the class. 
At night 
when the plant was in operation 
the students 
watched the brew, 
took temperatures, and observed 
the chemical processes throughout 
and in detail. 
At the water 
and gas works, 
the party examined thoroughly 
and carefully a 15,OOO,(JOO gallon, 
(per 24 hours) triple expansion 
pumping steam engine, made by 
Allis-Chambers Co. of Milwaukee. 
This engine stands 50 feet above 
the foundation; its main shaft is 
15 inches in diameter; and each of 
the three fly wheels weighs over 12 
tons. 
A noteworthy fact about 
the City Gas Works is that they 
manufacture their gas from crude 
oil instead of coal, and get as good 
a qualify st a much cheaper cost. 
This oil of course they get from 
the Texas fields, and hence are 
incidentally helping to develop one

the work is done trom the point of 
view of an expert and a specialist; 
and is far more valuable than if 
doue under other conditions. 
Similar trips are taken 
from 
the 
technical 
schools in larger 
cities with comparative ease. 
But 
the A. and M. College is situated 
so far from manufacturing centers 
that it is not often possible to get 
railroad rates low enough to en­ 
able the students to make the trip. 
In this case the party took advan­ 
tage of the rates to the San

tonio fair, which made the expen­ 
ses of the trip very reasonable, and 
also enabled them to study the pro­

small from these natural beds and 
strewn along on tile bottoms where 
there are no oysters naturally, at the 
rate of (IOO to LOCK) bushels i>er acre, 
such young oysters mature and ripen 
off for the market, some in one and 
the rest iii two years. 
There is n profit in such work when 
intelligently managed of 25 to 33(j per 
cent. Probably more than 100,000 acres 
of artificial oyster btnls are made to 
grow an oyster crop in addition to the 
acreage embraced in tile natural beds. 
Tile area of artificial beds is increas­ 
ing rapidly each year. 
One singular feature about the oys­ 
ter is this: They all look exactly alike, 
there being no difference between the 
male and the female externally or in­ 
ternally. In fact, the art of man is not 
sufficient to distinguish one sex from 
another. 
Another unique feature is 
this: The male oyster “lays" as many 
eggs as the female—“equal rights." we 
perceive. 
The eggs of the male are 
cnlleil milt, and the eggs of the fe­ 
male are called spawn. 
An ordinary 
full grown oyster is supposed to lay a 
million eggs a year. In spawning sea­ 
son the water is full of these eggs, 
and when the milt and the spawn 
come iii contact and the water is at the 
right temperature life is imparted to 
the microscopic egg, and it drops to 
the bottom, where, if it succeeds in 
grasping hold of something, such as 
another oyster or shell or rock or any­ 
thing to bang on to, the tiny creature 
begins to form its shell and iii a few 
weeks becomes visible to the eye.— 
Country Gentleman.
